The  family  is  of  Swedish  origin, although  the  name  is  distinguished  in 
Dutch  and  German  literature  as  well.    Large  numbers  of  them  moved  to 
Holland  around  l6ll-l632. 

Varied  spellings  of  name,  Hoffman,  iiuf fnan,Hofman,etc. 

Several  individual  members  of  the  Hoffman  families  arrived  in  America  with 
some  of  the  early  migrations  of  Swedes.  Possibly  the  best  known  of  these  would 
be  Martin  Hermanzen  Hoffman  ( son  of  Herman  Hoffman)  who  was  born  at  Revel  on  the 
Gulf  of  Finland.    Martin  emigrated  to  America  in  1657  settling  in  Mew  Amsterdam 
where  he  contracted  two  marriages, and  where  two  of  his  children  were  boxmana 
baptized.  Latsr  he  moved  to  Albany  and  shortly  after  l6?2  settled  in  Kingstown, N.Y. 

ELias  Hoffman  was  the  pioneer  U«E, Loyalist  who  came  with  many  other  Loyalists 
to  Canada    nd  in  particular  with  the  Carscallen  faraily(  connected  by  marriage) who 
settled  in  Fredericsburg,    Elias  was  born  August  26th  1763  and  as  far  as  known  had 
no  brothers  or  sisters  but  did  have  some  cousiris,ons  of  whom  settled  next  to  him. 
Elias  settled  on  lot  15  .concession  6  Fredericksburg, afterwards  known  as  Campbell's 
Hill  where  Alexander  Campbell  built  a  fine  stone  house.  In   1$31  Elias  married 
Nancy  Reed  (daughter  of  William  and  Nancy  Nesbitt  Reed)pioneer  settlers  of  the 
Corbyville  area)  MtoKaaxtemcx^  They  lived  a  full  life,  raising 

all.  but  the  las t( Isaiah)  of  their  ten  children  on  this  farm  before  moving  across 
the  Napanee  river  to  lot  19  concession  1  Richmond  twp  where  they  spent  many 
happy  years, and  where  their  remains  rest  just  east  of  the  old  home  on  the  river 
bank  in  what  is  known  as  Eiverview  Cemetery  maintained  by  the  Grace  Methodist  Church 
to  whom  the  site  was  piven  by  their  youngest  child  Isaiah  who  was  born  on  that  farm,

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CENTENNIAL   OF   THE  HOFFMAN  FAMILY 

BY  A  DESCENDANT. 


Mr.  Amos  E.  Hoffman,  a  resident 
of  Moscow,  a  village  in  Addington 
County,  Ontario,  has  sent  us  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  account  of  the 
"Hoffman  Settlement"  a  hundred 
years  ago,  the  centenary  celebration 
of  which  took  place  on  Wednesday 
of  this  week  on  the  grounds  of  the 
original  home  of  Elijah  Hoffman, 
the  founder,  now  occupied  by  a 
grandson — Amos  E.  Hoffman,  writ- 
er of  this  article. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  "Hoffman 
Genealogy,"  compiled  bv  the  late 
Mrs.  M.  C.  Bogart  (daughter  of  the 
late  Isaiah  Hoffman,  of  Napanee). 
which  has  come  from  the  press 
since  her  death,  as  a  memorial  for 
her  relatives  and  friends.  We  find 
she  has  traced  her  ancestors  back 
300  years  to  Holland. 

The  writer  wishes,  however,  to 
confine  his  remarks  to  the  Hoffmans 
who  came  to  Canada  about  1773, 
and  Mrs.  Bogart  claims  that  trace  is 
found  of  only  one  young  man,  nam- 
d  Elias  Hoffman,  who  came  over 
n  company  with  the  Carscallens,  of 
Napanee,  as  United  Empire  Loyal- 
ists. From  other  reliable  sources  it 
appears  that  he  was  the  first  white 
man  married  in  Upper  Canada,  his 
wife's   maiden   name     being  Nancy 

Elias  Hoffman,  U.E.L.,  settled  on 
a  farm  close  to  Napanee,  about 
1790.  This  farm  was  inherited  by 
his  youngest  son,  Isaiah,  and  at  his 
death  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  AJ.  C 
Bogart,  and  is  known  to  a  great 
many  now  as  the  Bogart  farm. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bogart  in 
October.  19  22,  the  farm  passed  to 
Ralph  Hoffman,  eldest  son  of  Mor- 
ley  Hoffman,  of  the  Hoffman  Settle- 
ment, Moscow,  and  a  great-great- 
grandson  of  Elias  Hoffman  or  the 
fifth  generation;  as  it  has  always 
been  the  desire  to  keep  the  farm  in 
the  Hoffman  name.  On  this  farm 
Elias  Hoffman  reared  six  stalwart 
sons  and  four  daughters,  and  when 
the  boys  become  old  enough  to  seek 
homes  for  themselves  Elijah,  the  eld- 
est, started  on  foot  to  explore  the 
country  farther  north,  with  a  com- 
pass in  his  pocket,  and  a  bag  over 
his  shoulder  containing  provisions,  an 
axe-head  and  an  auger,  a  gun  com- 
pleting the  outfit. 

He  took  a  northeasterly  course, 
following  the  Napanee  River,  and 
crossing  it  at  or  about  Newburgh, 
continued  his  journey  20  miles 
before  finding  a  locality  to  his  sat- 
isfaction. He  found  plenty  of  good 
farms,  but  not  enough  together  to 
form  a  settlement,  and  he  did  not

want  to  live  without  close  neighbors, 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
Hoffman  Street"  as  it  is  coumonlv 
called,  is  the  most  thickly  settled 
and  picturesque  locality  in  the  coun- 
ty. Upon  returning  home,  Elijah 
gave  such  glowing  accounts  of  his 
discoveries  that  his  brother  Jacob 
set  out  with  him  in  1823.  each  to 
make  a  homestead  for  himself. 

Can  anyone  to-day     realize  the 
struggles  of  these  two  young  men, 
100  years  ago,  tramping  20  milts 
through  wilderness  and  swamps  and 
wading  rivers,  their  only  protection 
at  night  Being    trees,  into  which  to 
climb  and  their  guns  to  ward  off 
the  beasts  cf  prey     and  unfriendly' 
Indians,  as  every  evidence  &ee^i>r 
o  indicate  that*  they  were  t'ha  fi' 
white   men    to   inhabit  these  part: 
The      wiiter   has   often   heard  his 
i-rar.dfather  re  ate  their  exneri-Mices 
o°.   killing  wohes  and  bear*.  Tney 
received  enough  bounty  money  from 
the  government  to  build  a  uiec*  cf 
toad  near  the  Moscow  Ce'neie.-y. 

Elijah  Hoffman  wa»  the  father  of 
two  sons  and  six  daughters  and  Ja- 
cob's family  consisted  of  six  sons  and 
one  daughter.  Of  the  fifteen  children 
Mrs.  Emily  Van  LuVen,  daughter  of 
Elijah  and  mother  of  the  late  F  E 
,  Va"  Luven,  Napanee,  alone  remains 
and  is  at  present  residing  with  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  M.-  C.  Dunn,  in  King- 
ston, Ont.  Elijah,  in  those  days  better 
known  as  "Squire  Hoffman,"  was  one 
'  ,l  e  ~lrst  magistrates,  appointed, 
in  the  County  of  Addington,  which 
appointment  was  made  in  1840 

Jacob  Hoffman  was  very  ambitious 
and  prosperous  in  his  undertakings 
Aside  from  farming  he  made  a  busi- 
ness of  floating  timber  down  the 
Napanee  River  and  thence  to  Mon- 
treal; he  was  known  to  be  a  larsre 
property  owner.  ° 
Cherishing  the  memory  of  our 
forefathers  and  being  proud  to  be 
descendants  of  such  sterling  and 
patriotic  grandparents,  as  well  as 
realizing  and  appreciating  our  good- 
ly inheritance,  we  feel  that  we  would 
be  failing  in  our  duty  should  this 
occasion  be  allowed  to  pass  unnotic- 
ed.

THE  CRAWFORD  SMITH  HOME 

This  house  was  built  in  1812  by  Conrad  Huffman  and  his  wife,  the  former  Jane  Shibley. 
In  October,  1937,  an  article  in  the  Kingston  Whig-Standard  claimed  it  to  be  the  oldest  in- 
habited brick  house  in  Ontario.     The  farm  had  been  lost  on  a  martgage  to  Mr.  Wilfred  McCabe 
of  Hay  Bay,  and  carelessness  on  the  part  of  tenants  and  former  owners  had  brought  the  house 
to  a  state  of  almost  complete  dilapidation  when  we  purchased  it  from  Mr.  McCabe  in  May,  1942. 
At  that  time  we  did  not  know  of  its  historical  value  and  it  was  many  years  later,  when  we 
were  asked  to  permit  architectural  students  from  the  University  of  Toronto  to  do  field  work 
on  it  that  we  were  told  of  the  newspaper  article,  previously  mentioned. 

At  the  time  of  purchase  the  house  was  vacant.    The  farmer  who  rented  the  farm  used  it 
as  a  storehouse,  and  sheared  his  sheep  on  the  floor  of  the  room  which  is  now  our  living  room, 

After  three  and  one  half  years  of  army  service  by  Crawford,  we  moved  to  this  house  and 
began  the  long,  tedious,  and  still  unfinished  task  of  making  it  into  a  home.     A  shed  almost 
fifty  feet  long,  adjoining  the  house  at  the  north,  had  to  be  demolished.     Because    an  out- 
side cellar  entrance  had  been  moved  from  its  former  location  to  a  new  one  at  the  east  end 
of  the  house,  the  wall  from  the  upstairs  windows  to  the  basement  had  given  way  because  of 
lack  of  proper  support.     This  whole  corner  from  the  basement  to  the  upstairs  windows,  in- 
cluding the  remains  of  a  fireplace  in  the  upstairs  bedroom,  had  to  be  removed  and  replaced. 
Many  hours  were  spent  cleaning  mortar    from  the  old  bricks  before  they  could  be  re-laid. 

The  basement  floor,  upon  examination  revealed  three  floors  laid  one  upon  the  other  and 
all  three  floors  had  to  be  taken  out  before  a  new  floor  could  be  laid.    The  basement  walls 
are  made  of  flat  stones  and  concrete.     Hand-hewn  timbers    support  the  structure.     The  front 
and  back  walls  of  the  house  are  four  bricks  thick  and  the  ends  are    three  bricks  thick.  All 
the  main  partitions  are  brick.     The  bricks  are  hand  made  and  the  remains  of  the  kiln  are 
still  visible    on  the  hillside  behind  the  barn. 

Most  of  the  window  sash  are  original  and  we  believe  many  of  the  panes  are  original  also. 
The  verandah  is  not  original  and  wooden    blocks  set  in  the  brick  on  either  side  of  the  front 
door  indicate  some  sort  of  porch  was  fastened  there.     The  framework  of  the  fan  light  over 
the  front  door  was  partially  removed  when  the  verandah  was  added.     The  front    and  back  door 
sills  are  of  hand-cut  stone. 

At  one  time  the  house  had  six  fireplaces.     The  kitchen  fireplace  with  bake  oven,  ap- 
parently was  demolished  when  the  cellar  entrance    was  changed.     There  are  still  four  fire- 
places, two  upstairs  and  two  down. 

The  pine  floors  are  all  original  and  they  are  laid  directly  on  the  beams.    There  are 
no  sub  floors. 

Shutters  graced  the  windows  at  one  time  and  we  have  a  number  of  these  in  the  attic  still 
awaiting  repair. 

The  original  stairway  was  a  small  boxed-in  affair  in  the  kitchen.  We  have  changed  the 
stairway  to  the  front  hall* 

The  task  of  restoration  and  renovation  has  been  a  long  and  difficult  one,  but  extremely 
rewarding. 

We  welcome  you  to  our  home  today  and  may  we  say  how  happy  we  are  to  be  a  small  part  of 
the  Historical  Society's  aim  to  preserve  the  historical  past  of  our  county,  and  to  assist  in 
a  very  small  way  in  raising  funds  for  the  Cancer  Society. 
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
